One would think, there was no poffible 
Mortification left for thefe Unhappy Peuple, 
when behold a yet farther Blow upon them, 
which they could no more have fear’d,than 
we could have hop’d for, viz. the Lords at 
a Conference, defire the Commons to join 
in this Addrefs which they concur in; and 
icis prefented by both Houfes, with a Una- 
nimity as Terrible to the Enemy as the — 
Battle of Blenbeim, and for ought I know, — 
the effe& of it wasas confiderable, efpecially — 
to thefe Nations. _ 
And now, Gentlemen, you that have been 
a little unealy at my Reviewing the State of
